documentation  and  fees.  This  program  also  received  funding  from 
the  New  York  State  Council  on  the  Arts  and  Dept,  of  Cultural 
Affairs.  These  fundings  were  toward  direct  costs  of  the  program 
and  fees.  Lectures/seminars  organized  by  STOREFRONT  at  other 
institutions  were  financed (such  as  fees  and  travel)  by  those 
institutions.  The  participants  of  this  program  were  consisted  of 
professionals,  professors  and  students  of  the  field.

Sandy  Gellis:  "Earth,  Air  and  Water  Studies" 

( September-October ) 

Ms.  Gellis  presented  five  large-scale  mixed  media  works  on 
paper,  five  models,  two  sculptures  and  one  large-scale  wall 
piece  in  an  exhibition  that  reflected  the  last  six  years  of  her 
intensive  testing  of  aesthetic  intervention  in  the  environment. 
Storefront  timed  the  exhibition  to  coincide  with  her  outdoor 
installation  (sponsored  by  the  Lower  Manhattan  Cultural 
Council)  in  Petrosino  Park,  which  is  adjacent  to  Storefront. 

Zvi  Hecker:  "Spiral,  Serpent  and  Sunflower" 

( October -November ) 

In  his  first  solo  exhibition  in  the  U.S.,  architect  Zvi  Hecker 
presented  a  selection  of  his  highly  evocative  works  on  paper, 
photographs,  and  four  models  corresponding  to  three 
architectural  projects.  These  were:  the  "Serpent,"  an  art 
museum  for  Palm  Springs,  California;  the  "Spiral,"  and 
apartment  house  in  Ramat-Gan,  Israel;  and  the  "Sunflower,"  a 
multi-use  city  center  for  Ramat-Hashar on,  Israel.  Hecker 's 
works  are  highly  humanistic  inventions  springing  from  an 
internalization  of  the  vernacular  traditions  of  the  Middle 
East,  the  American  organic  legacy  of  Wright,  Goff  and  Green, 
and  the  technological  and  formal  innovations  of  international 
Modernism.  The  illustration  in  the  exhibition  of  his  working 
pr ocess--that  includes  painting  as  well  as  drawing  and 
modelmaking,  and  his  hands-on  crafting  of  ornament  to  buildings 
during  the  construction  phase--was  one  of  the  exhibition's 
major  accomplishments,  as  architecture  as  an  aesthetic 
enterprise  was  persuasively  and  poetically  communicated . 

Neil  Denari:  "Too  Close:  Cosmos  Mechanicool" 

( November -Dec ember ) 

Through  his  architecture,  Neil  Denari  explores  the  relationship 
between  science  and  technology  and  vice  versa.  At  Storefront 
he  presented  two  large-scale  models,  drawings  and  texts  related 
to  the  development  of  his  entries  for  the  Los  Angeles  Gateway 
Competition  and  the  Tokyo  International  Forum  Competition. 
Denari 's  work  is  marked  by  a  philosophical  and  technical  rigor 
that  culminates  in  a  visionary  rendering  of  urban  forms  that 
hope  to  achieve  a  symbiotic  relation  between  the  organic  and 
the  inorganic,  the  natural  and  the  artificial. 

"Enric  Miralles  +  Carme  Pinos:  Projects  1985-90" 

( January-Febr uary ) 

Ten  recent  architectural  projects  and  two  pieces  of  furniture 
were  presented  by  this  young  Barcelonan  team.  Unique  in  their 


careful  consideration  and  utilization  of  each  site's 
topography,  their  drawings  are  a  delicate  fusion  of  natural  and 
man-built  forms.  Numerous  drawings,  including  one  40-foot-long 
frieze,  nine  models  and  thirty-one  photographs  presented  the 
works.  The  exhibition  was  curated  by  Dennis  L.  Dollens,

( Febr uary-Mar ch ) 

Models,  drawings,  paintings,  and  photographs  presented  a  dozen 
recent  architectural  projects  for  Europe  and  Japan,  including 
their  first  prize  entry  for  the  Munster  New  City  Library.  As 
the  exhibition  illustrated,  Bolles  and  Wilson  maintain  a 
difficult  position  at  the  boundary  of  the  theorectical  and 
practical  realms  of  architecture. 


For malhaut  ( March-Apr i 1 ) 

Formalhaut  is  a  West  German  team  of  two  architects  (Gotz 
Stockmann  and  Gabriela  Seifert)  and  one  artist  (Ottmar  Horl) 
who  practice  what  they  term  architecture-sculpture.  Their 
exhibition  at  Storefront  presented  documentation  of  two  of 
their  major  outdoor  works,  "Cow  Project,"  and  "Double  Knight 
Game,"  as  well  as  a  performance/installation  with  robots,  "Step 
by  Step."  In  addition,  three  videos  ran  in  the  gallery.  One 
presented  a  lecture  "Turks  besieging  Vienna  and  Grace  Kelly  to 
Silicon  Valley"  by  Dr.  Volker  Fischer  of  the  Deutsches 
Archi tekturrnuseum,  Frankfurt;  and  two  others  documented  works 
by  Formalhaut.
